AUGUST RAINS 
TOPPED NORMAL 
WITH 5,94 INCHES 


Coming on the heels of the driest 


seven months in local weather his- 
tory, August piled irp a total of 5.94 
inches of rainfall to make it the 
wettest August here since 1940. 


The excess of rain above normal 


for last month was 153 inches and 
that cut the 1954 rainfall shortage 
here to 651 inches. 


Accumulated rainfall for the first 


eight months is 21.77 inches. Nor- 
mal for that period is 28.28 inches. 


August was only the second month 


this year with more than normal 
rainfall -March had about a quar- 
ter-inch more than normal. All the 
others were below normal. July was 
the driest July here in 10 years and 
the rainfall total for the first seven 
months of the year was a little lower 
than for the same period in the 
drought year of 1930. 


Temperatures Normal 


The rainfall last-month came on 


10 days with traces too light to mea- 
sure on a half dozen other days. 


There was hot weather and cool in 


August but the average for the 
month came within two-tenths of a 
degree of normal. 
The average 


daily high was 83.2'degrees and the 
average dafly low reading was 62 de- 
grees, making the month's average 
daily reading 72.6 derees, which is 
02 degrees above normal. 


The high reading was 101 which 


occurred the afternoon of July 31 
but was credited to August weather 
in the records because the daily 
weather observations are made at 
8:30 aon. The mercury dipped into 
the 50's on 10 nights and the low for 
the month was 52 degrees.'

AUGUST RAINS 
TUPPED NORMAL 
WITH 5.94 INCHES 


Coming on the heels of the driest 
seven m onths in local weather his­ 
tory, August piled up a total of 5.94 
inches of rainfall to make It the 
wettest August here since 1940. 
The excess of rain above normal 
for last m onth was 193 inches and 
th a t cut the 1954 rainfall shortage 
here to 6.51 inches. 
Accumulated rainfall for the first 
eight months is 21.77 inches. Nor­ 
mal for that period is 28 28 inches. 
August was only the second month 
this year with more than normal 
rainfall. March had about a quar­ 
ter-inch more than normal. All the 
other* were below normal. July was 
the driest July here In IO years and 
the rainfall total for the first seven 
m onths of the year was a little lower 
than for the same period in the 
drought year of 1930. 
Temperature* Normal 
The rainfall last m onth came on 
IO days with traces too light to mea­ 
sure on a half dozen other days. 
There was hot weather and cool in 
August but the average for the 
month came within tw o-tenths of a 
degree of normal. 
The average 
daily high was 83 2 degrees and the 
average daily low reading was 62 de­ 
gree*. making the m onth's average 
daily reading 72 6 der res, which is 
0.2 degrees above normal. 
The high reading was 101 which 
occurred the afternoon of July 31 
but wa* credited to August weather 
in the records because the dally 
weatlier observations are made at 
8:30 a rn. The mercury dipped Into 
the 50's on IO nights and the low for 
the m onth was 52 degrees. 
Just a year ago Gettysburg was in 
the throes of the hottest and longest 
heat wave in the records here. The 
high was above 90 for more th a n IO 
consecutive davs and went over the 
100-mark several time*.

Arendtsville 
w eather station last month totaled 
5 39 inches which is 1.51 inches 
above norm al there. It brought the 
1954 rainfall total to 20 96 inches 
and leaves a deficit of 9 inches for 
the first eight months.

said. He described how special ma- 
chines are used in tests for ma- 
lignancy and how the cases are 
studied by a number of pathologists 
before final decision is reached oji 
whether a particular growth is 
malignant. 
That treatment 
has 


proven successful is born out by 
the -fact that "many of those who 
were among the first to use the 
clinic are alive and in good health 
today," the physician reported. 


During the year, the report shows 


1,696 
clinic visits with many Indi- 


viduals making numerous return 
visits counted in that total.

Treasury Balance A Problem 


The report of the treasurer, Mrs. 


Myers, showed $5,060.75 on hand 
in various funds and the group be-, 
gan discussion of various ways of 
providing more service to the county 
as a result of the accumulation of 
funds over the past several years. 


Two questions kept the group 


from making final decision on what 
to do with the accumulation. One 
was the question of future de- 
mand for such Items as sedatives 
and transportation for persons suf- 
fering from cancer. So far little de- 
mand has been made on the county 
society for such items, with patients 
apparently financially able to meet 
such problems. However the discus- 
sion to a large~ extent revolved about 
how large a reserve should be re- 
tained to meet such needs when 
they arise. 
The second question regarding the 


reserve 
fund 
concerned 
future 


equipment for the tumor clinic. One 
machine purchased recently cost 
$1,500. Another approximately $700. 
The finance committee was asked 
to study what expenditures might 
be needed for new equipment. 


Cite Many Needs 


The discussion on how to spend 


the surplus showed the society did 
not have enough on hand to give 
all of the services the unit would 
like to provide, and a decision is 
going to have to be reached on 
which service should take prece- 
dence. Dr. Wolff suggested that 
"the most pressing need is funds 
for research. That pays off with 
the greatest good for the greatest 
number. And it is tremendously ex- 
pensive." He suggested the county 
unit might be able to make a 
special research grant for some 
project. 
Others pointed out that for many 


cancer patients home nursing serv- 
ice is badly needed and that there 
would be full time duty for a visit- 
ing nurse to go to the homes of 
bedridden patients in the county. 
However the group debated whether 
the year-by-year cost of such service 
could be maintained. 


The need for additional clerical 


help in the tumor clinic was also 
outlined by Dr. Wolff. Increased 
educational activities 
were 
also 


listed as a possibility as a result of 
the funds on hand. 


With all suggestions listed as 


worthwhile and with Gie sum avail- 
able less than the amount that 
would be needed to take care of all 
the services that -were suggested, 
final decision on the matter was left 
in the hands of a committee.

The verdicts of the investigating 


senators, officially released last 
night, had been awaited since they 
concluded their televised hearings 
June 17. 


At issue were (1) the charge of 


Stevens and Adams that McCarthy 
and Cohn had tried by improper 
means to win favored treatment 
for Schine, and (2) the counter- 
charge of McCarthy and Cohn that 


Stevens 
and Adams had used 


Schine as, "a hostage" In an effort 
to "blackmail" the subcommittee 
into dropping a search for Com- 
munists m the Army. 


No Comment From McCarthy 
Midway in the hearings, the sub- 


committee by a 4-3 party-line vote 
had dropped charges against one 
principal on either side — Asst. 
Secretary of Defense H. Struve 
Hensel and Francis P. Carr, sub- 
committee chief of staff. 


McCarthy stepped off the sub- 


committee for the investigation, 
turning 
over 
the 
chairmanship 


temporarily to Sen. Mundt (R-SD). 


He told newsmen he would have 


no comment at this time on the 
reports. 


Schine, stationed at Camp Gor- 


don, Ga., told newsmen: "I have 
not read the accounts of the Senate 
committee report and I have ab- 
solutely no comment to make at 
this time." 


Cohn Has Statement 


Cohn issued this statement In 


New York: 


"The American people have seen 


and heard what took place at these 
hearings. They are the jury. Their 
decision Is what counts. And they 
have given me tremendous support 
in this controversy and in my work 
in the prosecution of Communists 
and spies. 


"It is now apparent that anyone 


who associates himself with the 
cause of exposing atheistic Com- 
munist infiltration has to contend 
not only with the smears of Com- 


munists but with partisan politics 
as well." 


There was no immediate com- 


ment from Stevens or Adams. 


Two Main Reports 


The 
Republicans 
who signed 


their report were Senators Mundt, 
Dlrksen of Illinois, Potter of Mich- 
igan and Dworshak of Idaho. 


The 
Democratic report 
was 


turned in by Senators McClellan 
of Arkansas, Jackson of Washing- 
ton and Symington of Missouri. 


In addition. Potter and Dirksen 


submitted s e p a r a t e statements 
supplementing the views expressed 
In the majority report. 


In his, Potter said Cohn used 


"the full power of his position" in 
efforts to obtain preferential treat- 
ment for Schine and was "unre- 
lenting to the point of harassment" 
at a time when the subcommittee 
was investigating the Army. 


Up To Justice Dept 


He also said McCarthy "gave the 


strength of sanction" to Cohn"s ef- 
forts by failing at any time to ex- 
press disapproal of them. 


Dirksen, on the other hand, said 


a review of monitored telephone 
calls placed in evidence at the 
hearings "impels the conclusion 
that the secretary of the Army 
entertained no belief of improper 
means or influence on the part of 
Sen. McCarthy or his staff." 


Both the Republican and Demo- 


cratic reports commented on un- 
resolved conflicts of testimony at 
the stormy hearings and left it to 
the Justice Department to deter-

The document was described as 


a purported letter which quoted 
accurately portions of a 1951 FBI 
report to the Army. Atty. Gen. 
Brownell said its publication would 
be contrary to the public interest, 
and it was never admitted to the 
record. 


The Democrats said "a serious 


question arises" as to whether Mc- 
Carthy violated the law in his use 
of it. Potter said in his separate 
statement that McCarthy's hand- 
ling "would have brought about 
swift penalties from the bench" 
had It occurred in court. 


Recommend Chances 


Neither report recommended any 


discharges, although Potter had 
said when the hearings ended, he 
thought there should be some on 
both sides. 


Cohn resigned some weeks later, 


saying he felt his usefulness to the 
subcommittee had been gravely 
impaired. Both Stevens and Adams 
have disclaimed any Intention of 
quitting. 


The GOP report made a number

Ignore "Sensation" 


The GOP senators made no men- 


tion in their findings of a 3V«-page 
document, one of the sensations ol 
the hearings, which McCarthy of- 
fered in support of hla contention 
the Army had been lax In dealing 
with suspected subversives. 


The document was described as 


a purported letter which quoted 
accurately portions of a 1951 FBI 
report to the Army. Atty. Gen. 
Brownell said its publication would 
be contrary to the public Interest, 
and it was never admitted to the 
record. 


The Democrats said "a serious I 


question arises" as to whether Mc-| 
Carthy violated the law In his use 
of it. Potter said in his separate 
statement that McCarthy's hand- 
ling "would have brought about 
swift penalties from the bench" 
had it occurred in court.
